program which was not even stopped 
by the 100-in-the-ahade 
weather 
of 
several weeks ago. 
The training has 
been severe for the young recruits, hut 
the command shows a finish in appear­ 
ance and drill that is a matter of pride 
to all concerned. 
A number of other officers at the 
camp, in addition to those named this 
week as major generals and brigadier 
generals, will be transferred to other 
points and there are numerous promo­ 
tions all along the line.

RUMORS EXPLAINED 


Harney reports a case of one of the 
rarest diseases found in the United 
Staets.

R. Snider, is afflicted 
with anthrax. 
His physician, Dr. F. T. Elliot, was 
reluctant at first to make a positive 
diagnosis merely because of its ex­ 
treme rareness in this country, but 
was soon fully convinced that it w*as 
a genuine and most typical case and 
was substantiated in his diagnosis by 
Dr. F. IL Seiss, of Taneytown, and 
Dr. F. VV. Meisenhelder Jr., of York. 
Although it is a very serious dis­ 
ease, causing a high percentage 
of 
mortality, Dr. Elliot informs us that 
his patient is tioing quite as well as 
can Le expected, anti at this time en­ 
tertains hopes of his recovery. 
It is believed that Mr. Snider con­ 
tracted the disease through his busi­ 
ness relations with the reduction plant 
at Gettysburg, which gives a typical 
diagnostic history to anthrax. 
It started as a pimple on his cheek 
last Friday which 
he unconsciously 
squeezed with his fingers. Since then

made necessary by war. Much of this 
great crop will go to the m arket as 
it is harvested on the farms, but the 
consumer can help materially 
to cut 
the high cost of living by preparing 
for the storage of his winter home 
supply of both potatoes and other root 
vegetables. 
Secretary of Agriculture 
Charles 
E. Patton urges every consumer to 
prepare for the storage of potatoes, 
turnips, beets, carrots, cabbage and 
any other roots which may be saved 
over for winter u.'P. He advises per­ 
sons who have been unable to grow 
any potatoes or vegetables this sum ­ 
mer to prepare 
to purchase 
their 
w inter’s supply during the next tw*o 
months when such products will be at 
their lowest price and says th a t every 
family should have from ten to twenty 
five bushels of potatoes on hand while 
farm ers should arrang e to store and 
hold back a portion of their crop for 
sale throughout Hie year so th a t there 
is no shortage in any community. 
It 
has been the common practice during 
the past ten years to sell all the po­ 
tatoes as fast as they are dug. If the 
practice is pursued 
this 
year the 
price will go fa r below the cost of 
production, and next year farm ers 
will be discouraged end neglect plant­ 
ing. E. B. Dorsett, Director of the 
Bureau of Markets 
of the Pennsyl­ 
vania 
Departm ent 
of 
Agriculture, 
says: 
“There are several 
effective m e­ 
thods of potato storage if suitable c el­ 
lars are not obtainable. A cave can 
be made in the side of a hill or bank 
that will afford 
excellent 
storage 
facilities. All one needs to do is to 
tunnel into the bank, lay up the sides 
with stone or cement, protecting the 
roof either with cement or some sup­ 
port to prevent dirt from falling and 
leaving the natural ground floor. This 
method is not expensive and makes 
an excellent storage place for potatoes 
or any of the vegetables. 
“ If a hillside is not available then 
the old-fashioned method of burying 
can be practiced. 
Select a dry place 
having natural drainage, make a pit 
6 or 8 inches deep, or larger if many 
potatoes are desired. 
Place the po­ 
tatoes in the pit in such a manner as 
when full it should present the form 
of a cone. They can then be covered 
with loose straw to a depth of four 
or six inches and covered with a light 
covering of dirt A ventilator can he 
placed in the top of the hill by m ak­ 
ing a tube out of boards three or four 
inches in width, 
lf the hill is very 
large, an empty nail keg can be used 
by placing something over the top to 
keep out the storm. As soon as win­ 
ter sets in more dirt should be put on, 
and then the top covered with stable 
manure, horse m anure being prefer­ 
able as it is warmer. 
Turnips, beets 
and carrots can be stored in the same 
manner. 
“ An effective and simple storage 
system for turnips, beets and carrot# 
is made through burying them in sand 
in dirt cellars. Get clean dry sand and 
place it in a corner of your cellar 
where you desire to store vegetables 
and bury your turnips, beets and c a r­ 
rots. 
They will keep in good condi- I 
tion, crisp and in their natural state, 
beets 
often 
keeping 
for over two 
years by this method. 
“Cabbage can readily be stored by 
.selecting a dry place, digging a trench 
wide enough and deep enough to place 
two heads side by side, putting the 
face of the head in the trench, leaving 
the roots protruding and standing up­ 
ward. Cover the cabbage lightly with 
straw up to the roots and then throw 
loose dirt over the straw. Sometimes 
it is advisable 
to place two 
boards 
along either side of the trench in o r­ 
der to protect them 
against severe 
storms. An opening can be left at one 
end of the trench in order that cab­ 
bage can be taken 
out during 
the
